recently, State Senator Robert 
McClory of Lake Bluff described 
the progress being made by the new 
Justice of the, Peace Courts.

"During the past year Illinois 
Justice of the Peace Courts have 
moved from the kitchen of the Jus- 
tice's -home, or from back of the 
hardware store where the Justice of 
the Peace was carrying on his regu- 
lar business, to' the Court House, 
the City Hall, or other public or 
appropriate place to hold Court with 
dignity and decorum. 
. "That is not to . say that the 
transition from the old system to 
the new has taken place in every 
instance, but it is to say that in 
large measure a great transforma- 
tion and improvement in the local 
Court system has been accomplished 
during the past year. 

The total number of Justices of 
the Peace has been reduced from 
more than 3,500 to approximately 
400. 

"In addition, the fee system has 
been abolished, under which a find- 
ing of guilty was generally neces- 
sary in traffic cases in order for the

''Some opponents of the new sys- 
tem have made strenuous efforts to 
discredit, and even to undermine 
this new system of local Justice. 
However, my information, which 
includes a detailed report from the 
Chief of the State Police, indicates 
that in almost every County of the 
State, the new system is receiving 
local support and is reported to be 
working well. From the reports 
being filed each month with the 
County Boards, and with copies to 
the Court Administrator, an im- 
portant record of local Court sta- 
tistics will be available soon. 

"It goes without saying that the 
impression gained by the traffic 
violator in the local Traffic Court 
is an important factor in promoting 
traffic safety. We are proud of the 
Improvements that have been made 
in Illinois, and will strive for fur- 
ther Traffic Court improvements.

The appointment of a Commission 
on Mental Retardation by President 
Kennedy underscores the serious- 
ness of this nationwide problem. 

At this moment in Illinois, more 
than 2,000 mentally retarded per- 
sons are on waiting lists for ad- 
mission to state institutions. This 
Is a situation that has been a 
chronic problem for many years. 

With the opening of the Illinois 
State Pediatric Institute in Chicago 
by the Department of Mental Health 
in October we will eventually have 
585 more beds available. These 
beds will serve mentally retarded 
children up to age six. 

Construction also will begin 
shortly on new schools for the Men- 
tally Retarded at Centralis and Har - 
risburg in Southern Illinois to fur- 
ther shorten this long vigil. 

Meanwhile, we have two new pro- 
grams that should be of particular 
interest to parents of mentally re- 
tarded children. 

One provides counseling services 
to parents of mentally retarded 
children living in their own homes 
and emergency care under certain 
conditions, Additional information 
on this program can be obtained 
from any regional office of the De- 
partment of Mental Health. These 
offices arc located in Chicago; 
Springfield, Champaign, Peoria, 
Rock ford, East St. Louis and Car- 
bondale. 

The other new program allocates 
limited funds for care of children 
on the waiting list for one of the 
state schools. Those eligible are 
children in private institutions 
whose parents are no longer able 
to pay the costs for care. The De- 
partment of Mental Health in 
Springfield will provide details on 
this second program. 

Our long range plana also In- 
clude providing a number of beds 
in each of the district mental 
health clinics for treatment and re- 
search for the mentally retarded. 
But our concern does not end here. 

Since we feel that It Is extremely 
desirable for children, to remain in 
their home eommunlties, I would 
remind you that there is, a great 
need for local governmental units

This memorable episode which oc- 
curred during the Revolutionary 
War Is one of those '««•«*• of history 
that historians take such Jocular de- 
light in telling. "If," as Pascal put 
it, "Cleopatra's nose had been long- 
er, (the: whole course of history 
might have been changed, -'If Wash- 
ington had hid (• hearty appetite 
that evening, he might have eaten 
the pea3, died, and the course of 
/American History might Have been 
changed, ' : Bui] !he didn't •; eat them 
and he didn't die. 

Nevertheless, I'll tell the story 
anyway. It seems that one of 
-George's j ; ! personal bodyguards- 
Thomas Hickey by name— slipped 
into the kitchen while the peas were 
being cooked and mixed some Paris 
Green with the peas. , Hickey was 
merely doing lils pari in a Tory 
(British to you) plot to assassinate 
the American upstart general. Af- 
ter Washington had eaten the peas, 
it was not expected that he die un 
the (spot Rather, jit was expected 
that he would become groggy! 'at 
which time Hickey was to stab him 
ahd| turn him lover/ to the British in 
order thfit ! they might hang him. 
Sounds almost as though the Brit- 
ish considered George as hardy as 
Rasputin, doesn't it? ; i 

Also on the conspirators* agenda 
for the evening was a plot to blow 
up the ammunition dumps of the 
patriots and the massacre of all 
those rebels who could not be cap- 
tured. The climax of the plan was 
to include the seizure of the j city— 
the particular city, In case you're 
still interested, being Boston. 

Two factors however prevented 
the plot from ever being carried to 
a climax. In the first place there 
were: so many people involved in 
the conspiracy that news of it 
leaked out. Secondly, Thomas 
Hickey 'a part In the scheme came 
out as a' result of the green. pea 
episode. 

So because . Washington refused 
'a dish of green pea 3, 'five men and 
a woman were thrown into .prison. 
Thomas Hickey ended up swinging 
from a gibbet, that is, he was hanged 
by the neck until dead,, quite dead. 
•The entire city was placed under 
guard and many well-known loyal- 
ists were tortured and some even 
tarred and feathered. Yes, even the 
good, old American patriots could 
be roused to vicious retaliation. 

This, and many other delicate bits 
of anecdotal grace and charm, may 
be found in John Hyde Preston's 
"Revolution: 1776" if you care to 
look into- the matter further. I 
don't.

But, be- 
cause Art Buyer purchased . the 
house and lot after the work was 
completed,. Jake must also file a 
claim for lien with the .County Re- 
corder before September 1 — four 
months from completion — In order 
to keep his lien against the property 
alive. Of course, Bill will still owe 
Jake the $1,000 under their contract, 
whether or not Jake has a valid 
lien against the property. 

How to Protect the Buyer 

How could Art Buyer have pro- 
tected himself against Jake Build- 
er's outstanding lien? First, the 
buyer can check the County Re- 
corder's books for mechanic's lien 
claims against the property.

3. Do not empty the stomach In 
lye or kerosene poisoning. Do not 
make the child vomit. Call your 
doctor, or take the child to the hos- 
pital at once. 

4. Help to Identify the poison. 
Take to the doctor or the hospital 
the bottle or box in which the .poi- 
son was contained. This will help 
provide exact information regard- 
ing the type of poison swallowed. 
There are now over 499 Poison In- 
formation Centers in the United 
States. 

Perhaps there is one nearby that 
can help your doctor help you.
